PERFORMANCE TESTING AT BLUEBONNET 
OR THIS month’s cover we selected a scene 
fk at the Texas A&M Bluebonnet Experiment 
Station near McGregor, Texas. Here those in 
charge of the program are weighing in the bulls 
which are to go on rate-of-gain tests. It will be noted 
that practically all breeds of beef cattle are repre- 
sented.

DIRECTORS MEETING AT FORT WORTH DEC. 6 

HE regular quarterly meeting of the board of

of important committee reports will be presented to 
the directors. 


LIVESTOCK SURVEY TO BE MADE SOON 

About November 20 some 35,000 Texas livestock 
farmers, ranchmen and poultry men will receive the 
Texas 1958 Livestock Survey card, which will be 
distributed by rural mail carriers and postmasters. 
On these survey cards the Texas Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service is asking for information to be 
used in making the annual estimates of livestock and

poultry numbers. Officials of this reporting service 
are asking those who receive the card to cooperate 
with them in giving them an accurate and prompt 
report. The more accurate the report is the greater 
will be the reliability of the estimates which are 
based on these reports. 


CATTLE THEFTS 
Earl B. Hunter, charged with the theft of a calf 
and four pigs, was tried September 15, 1958 in Live 
Oak county and sentenced to 7 years in the peni- 
tentiary on each of two counts. The stolen stock 
was recovered. 


The trial was before District Judge John H. 
Miller and District Attorney Joe Caldwell, assisted 
by County Attorney Robert Schneider, prosecuted 
the cases. 


Ranger Zeno Smith, Sheriff W. A. Smith, Deputy 
Foster and Texas and Southwestern Cattle Raisers 
Association’s Inspectors Leon Vivian and Murray 
Potts cooperated in working up the evidence and 
making the arrest. 


Melvin Smith, Joe Don Kelley and Noel Dean 
Pepper drew sentences of two years each, Septem- 
ber 25 in Panola county, for theft of cattle belong- 
ing to A. P. Matthews, Jr. and Roy Snider. John 
Charles Morton was assessed three years for theft 
of cattle also belonging to Matthews. 


The cases were tried before District Judge Wade 
Chandler and the prosecution was handled by Dis- 
trict Attorney Fred Hudson, Jr., Center, Texas, as- 
sisted by County Attorney Davis Bailey, Carthage, 
Texas. 


Good work on the part of Officers E. J. Wimberly, 
Johnnie Spradley, Jack Bowen, James Poss and the 
Texas and Southwestern Cattle Raisers Association’s 
Inspector T. O. Tinsley was responsible for the 
apprehension and conviction of these cattle thieves.

TOP EDUCATORS HONORED 

The cattle industry honored two top Texas edu- 
cators at the Texas and Southwestern Cattle Raisers 
Association’s day at the State Fair, October 9. Dean 
W. L. Stangel, retiring dean of agriculture at Texas 
Technological College, Lubbock, and Dr. J. C. Miller, 
former dean of agriculture at Texas A&M, who re- 
signed to become head of the Dairy-Animal Hus- 
bandry Department at Oregon State College, received 
the first distinguished service award presented by 
the TSCRA. Norman Moser, DeKalb, president of 
the Association, made the presentation at a special 
luncheon on the fair grounds. 


BRACERO LABOR 


On September 26 the Department of Labor put 
into effect new wage scales and duties of livestock 
ranch workers. The new wage scale sets the minimum 
monthly wage scales, including board and room, at 

75.00 to $125.00 per month for ranch laborers; 
$110.00 to $233.00 per month for general ranch hands 
and $175.00 to $350.00 for stock ranch foreman, with 
house accommodations furnished. The ranch laborer’s 
duties are described in the new ruling as a variety 
of tasks on the ranch concerned with raising live- 
stock. He assists the rancher or the ranch foreman 
in branding, marking, shearing livestock and per- 
forming such duties as herding animals into pens and 
prescribing medication to animals. He digs post holes, 
using hand tools, pulls weeds by hand and grubs 
brush from pasture using hand tools, removes trash 
and dirt from watering places, mixing feed according 
to specified formula and feeds livestock, loads and 
unloads hay, using hand tools. He may ride horse- 
back to assist in herding animals from one pasture 
to another, perform tasks under close supervision 
but does not operate mobile or stationary power driv- 
en equipment. 


General ranch hands receive $110.00 to $233.00 
per month. The duties of the general ranch hand, 
whose services may bring up to $233.00 per month, 
with board and room, are to perform a wider variety 
of duties on ranch engaged primarily in raising cattle 
and other livestock, such as horses, sheep and goats. 
He doctors and may direct the care of livestock on 
open or enclosed range, performs and may direct such 
duties as moving herds, calving, lambing, dipping, 
spraying, dehorning and branding; mixes feed and 
feeds livestock during the winter, moves stock from 
one pasture to another, breaks horses to ride, repairs 
fences and other equipment, such as water pumps and

tractors and other farm machinery. He may perform 
activities required to produce and harvest feeds. 

The stock ranch foreman, whose salary is placed 
at $175.00 to $350.00 per month, with house accom- 
modations furnished, may assist the rancher in super- 
vising and directing activities of a ranch engaged in 
raising livestock such as cattle, horses, goats and 
sheep, directs ranch hands and ranch laborers in con- 
struction and maintenance of ranch facilities, such 
as fences, corrals, and water places for stock, exam- 
ines pasture for acreage and growth of grass to de- 
termine number and kind of livestock to graze and 
best grazing periods in pastures. He supervises the 
production and harvesting of livestock feed, oversees 
and participates in such activities as branding, shear- 
ing, dipping, spraying and calving, culls stock for 
breeding and marketing, utilizing knowledge gained 
from experience with livestock and selects or recom- 
mends selection of workers and suggests wages to be 
paid. He may perform the duties of subordinates on 
a smaller ranch, may be designated according to type 
of stock raised. 


More Cattle and Calves On Feed 


Thirteen Major Feeding States Report Increase 
of 12 Per Cent Over Year Ago 


S OF OCTOBER 1 the number of cattle on feed 
A market in 13 major feeding States was 
estimated by the Crop Reporting Board at 3,- 
592,000 head. This was an increase of 12 percent over 
October 1 a year earlier, but 16 percent below the 
number on feed July 1 of this year. Marketing inten-

tions, as reported by cattle feeders in the 13 States, 
indicate that 2,486,000 head will be marketed during 
October, November, and December, compared with 
2,255,000 during these 3 months last year. Of the 
total number on feed on October 1, 26 percent are 
expected to be marketed in October, 21 percent in 
November, 22 percent in December, and the remain- 
ing 31 percent after January 1.

The consent of all stockholders is required to 
make the election and all new stockholders must con- 
sent in order to retain the election.

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“Distress” Price-Support Loans For 
1958 -Crop Sorghums 


Special Loans Designed To Assist Farmers In Avoiding 
Premature Marketings Mature In 90 Days 


HE U. S. Department of Agriculture has an- 

nounced that special “distress” price-support 

loans will be available for 1958-crop grain 
sorghums in areas where storage is not immediately 
available and where grain sorghums can be stored 
successfully either on the ground or in temporary 
structures for short periods. 

There are indications that storage may not be 
readily available in some areas as the harvest for 
this year’s record grain sorghum crop progresses. As 
a result some producers will not be able to take out 
regular price-support loans at harvest time. The 
temporary loan is designed to assist farmers to get 
price support during this period and avoid premature 
marketings with their adverse effect on market 
prices. 

The special loans are generally similar to those 
made available on 1957- and 1955-crop grain 
sorghums. 

The temporary grain sorghum loans will mature 
in 90 days after the loan is taken out or on March 
31, 1959, whichever date is earlier. The loans will be

TRENDS: 


FARM PRODUCTS: Cash receipts from sales of farm products for the year so far have shown 
an 11 per cent gain over the same period of last year and prices have averaged 6 per 
cent higher while the volume of marketings are up 5 per cent. 


PARITY: Remains practically unchanged from last month but could show a decline next 
month. 

COST OF LIVING: Continues unchanged from last month which was 125.7 (using 1947-49 as 
100). There is a slight chance for an increase next month. 


INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION: Stands at 137 per cent of the 1947-49 average which again was the 
same as the preceding month. Output of nondurable goods and minerals continued to rise, 
while production of durable goods showed no change. 


PERSONAL INCOME: For the first 9 months of this year it has run at an annual rate of 
$351.6 billion which is about 1.3 per cent above the same period of last year. 














FAVORABLE: 
l. Pasture conditions are averaging 86 per cent of normal which is 6 percentage points 
above a year ago and 15 points above the average for the date. 


2. Before the year end unempoyment is likely to drop down to about 3.5 million but the 
total employed will still remain below last year. 


3. After deduction of federal income and social security taxes a production worker with 
three dependents is now earning $77.25 per week, which is a new all time record. 


4. Feed grain tonnage from 1958 crops will surpass last year's previous record by 8 
per cent. 


UNFAVORABLE: 





l. Egg prices are declining and are likely to be lower than last year for the next 6 
months while broiler prices have dropped below last year levels and little recovery is 
likely during the next few months when demand will be seasonally low. 


2. Cattle and calves on feed are up 12 per cent in the 13 major feeding states, and 
current indications are that 10 per cent more fed cattle will be marketed in the last 


quarter of this year than last year. 

3. Prices of feeder and stocker cattle and calves are running 30 to 40 per cent over 
last year, depending on the market you are nearest, while the prices of slaughter 
cattle in major marketing areas are up only 10 per cent. This is a very unrealistic 
condition. 

4. Slaughter is running below last year because grass fed cattle continue to be kept on 
the range. This has a tendency to support the fed market until such times when the 
surplus on the ranges come to market. 

5. Spending in the 337 reporting cities to the Federal Reserve System is barely holding 
above the same 3 month period of last year by only .5 of 1 per cent. 


6. Farm real estate values (including land and buildings) have advanced on the average 
of about 50 per cent during the past 10 years while the cost of living has advanced 
only half that much. These ratios should be closer together. 


COMMENT: If the rate of recovery in our economy continues at the same pace then by the 
end of the first quarter of 1959 we will be back to all-time highs in our Gross National 
Product. At the same time this is taking place inventories of cattle are being accumu- 
lated so that by January of 1959 our total cattle population may be back near the high 
figure of 97 million established in 1956.

Use Ultrasonics To Select Superior 
Meat Animals 


Device Can Measure Size of Potential Steak 
or Chop in Live Animal 


the size of a potential steak or chop in a live 

animal may prove highly beneficial in livestock 
marketing and breeding, U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture scientists say. 


This device uses ultrasonics — high-frequency 
sound waves—to determine the depth of back fat 
and depth and width of loin eye muscles in cattle and 
hogs. These measurements are particularly important 
in selecting meat animals that produce a high per- 
centage of their weight in the more desirable cuts. 


Dr. Richard L. Hiner, head of meat-quality stud- 
ies for USDA’s Agricultural Research Service at 
Beltsville, Md., says that ultrasonic waves go through 
tissue without harm to the animal. The time needed 
for these sound waves to pass through bounce back 
from the interfaces or borderlines between fat, lean, 
and bone varies with distance or depth.

indignation in cities over the billions spent on farm 
“subsidies” without visible benefits or effect. The 
new Congress will be more city-minded than before, 
with the possibility of an anti-farm “city bloc” 
emerging to clip agriculture’s tail. While there’s no 
doubt that strong efforts will be made to cut the 
farm budget, it’s difficult to say where it will—or 
can—be cut. Secretary Benson has been trying to 
reduce spending, but farm budget has been going 
the other way. 


Total USDA spending this year amounts to $6.9 
billion—up $1.2 billion from last year and double 
what it was four years ago. More than half of this 
year’s spending goes for price support and related 
programs. A question farm representatives will have 
a hard time answering is: how can spending of the 
billions be justified ? 


* * * 


Another issue to be hotly debated in the new Con- 
gress is socialism in American agriculture. Using a 
broad brush at a recent press conference, Secretary 
Benson painted farm production controls and “price- 
fixing” as socialistic—and indicated those who advo- 
cate such programs border on being socialists. 

While Benson’s use of the term “socialism” came 
in the heat of the fall election campaign and there- 
fore may be discounted to some extent, it is signifi- 
cant because it goes farther than any Benson utter- 
ance to date in illuminating his basic thinking about 


price supports. Furthermore, it leaves no doubt as 


to the Secretary’s opinion about congressmen, farm- 
ers and others who do not agree with Benson’s poli- 
cies. He typed people who vigorously oppose him and 
who advocate production controls and price-fixing 
as left-wingers. 

According to Benson’s definition, this puts in the 
“left-wing” class such diverse folks as Grange Mas- 
ter Herschel Newsom, former GOP Representative 
Clifford Hope, the late Senator Joe McCarthy, Repub- 
lican Senators George Aiken and Karl Mundt and all 
the Republican congressmen in the Midwest who ran 
in opposition to the Secretary’s program — not to 
mention the scores of Democrats who disagree with 
Benson. 


* * * 


Agriculture Department cattle experts see a chance 
for a limited fed-cattle price bulge around the turn 
of the year. It won’t be much, they believe, and it 
won't last long. When it comes, it’ll represent the sea- 
son’s high point—several months ahead of last year’s 
peak which came in March.

ANXIETY HEREFORD BREEDERS 
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The Department of Agriculture has launched a 
new multi-million dollar program to buy the talents 
of foreign scientists to work on livestock diseases, 
nutrition and pests. What’s more, it won’t cost the 
taxpayer a cent. 

Under the program, top foreign scientific talent 
will be hired to work on livestock and other farm 
problems and will be paid from funds collected from 
sales of surplus farm commodities under Public Law 
480. These funds, by law, are credited to the U. S. 
account in countries where surpluses are sold. They 
are to be used in that country, in part, to improve 
economic conditions. 





Wool Incentive and Mohair Support 
Prices Announced 


Prices For Marketing Year 1959 Same as for 
First Four Years of Program 
SHORN wool incentive price of 62 cents per 
A pound of wool and a mohair support price of 
70 cents per pound have been announced by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture for the 1959 
marketing year which begins April 1, 1959. 

The 1959 prices are the same as for the first four 
years of the program running from the 1955 through 
the 1958 marketing years. 

The wool incentive program, originally author- 


ized by the National Wool Act of 1954 to run for four 


years through March 31, 1959, was extended this 
summer by the Agricultural Act of 1958 for three 
more years beginning with the 1959 marketing year 
and through the 1961 marketing year which ends 
March 31, 1962. 

The wool incentive price is established under the 
legislation which directs the Secretary of Agriculture 
to take into consideration prices paid and other cost 
conditions affecting sheep production in determining 
a support price that will encourage an annual pro- 
duction of 300 million pounds of shorn wool. The 
Act also limits the amounts available for making in- 
centive and support payments to 70 per cent of the 
duties collected on imports of wool and wool manu- 
factures over a period of years. 

While the annual production of shorn wool is 
about 20 per cent below the 300 million pound goal, 
production is increasing after several years of a 
downward trend. Estimated 1958 production is 240 
million pounds, the highest since 1947, and compares 
to 235 million pounds produced in 1957. 

Payments to producers for the 1959 marketing 
year will follow the same methods employed for the 
current 1958 year. Shorn wool payments will be 
equal to a percentage of each producer’s cash returns 
from wool sales. The percentage will be that required 
to raise the national average price received by pro- 
ducers for wool up to the incentive price of 62 cents 
per pound.

Performance Registry International 


Association Organized in 1954 Offers Producers Many Opportunities to Increase Income 
And Raise Standard of Herd

ERFORMANCE Registry Interna- 

tional was originated as the Ameri- 

can Beef Cattle Performance Regis- 
try Association in 1954 and chartered 
May 16, 1955. By that time the several 
state and USDA Experiment Stations 
had proven beyond any shadow of doubt 
that: 

1, There is an economically signifi- 
cant difference in the ability of beef 
cattle to make rapid gains; 2, there 
is a very high correlation between ra- 
pidity of gain and economy of gain 
and, 3, this difference in gaining abil- 
ity is highly heritable, that is, it is 
passed on from one generation to the 
next with a high degree of regularity. 
It was obvious at that time that the 

relatively few bulls being tested at re- 
search centers could supply only a frac- 
tion of a per cent of the bulls, to say 
nothing of the cows, necessary to meet 
the demand that was sure to come. It 
was just as obvious that if the demand 
vas to be met, a farm and ranch testing

program would have to be set up under 
a uniform set of rules, with impartial 
administration and supervision. 


Rules and Regulations Set Up 


With the aid of research and extension 
specialists from different states and the 
USDA, and beef cattle specialists from 
agricultural colleges, the cattlemen did 
set up rules and regulations that were 
workable and the association became a 
reality. Article II of the constitution and 
by-laws, as given below, sets forth the 
objectives. 

1. To record officially the perform- 
ance and the production of tested 
animals registered with the vari- 
ous beef breed associations. 

To encourage accurate measure- 
ment of the performance and pro- 
duction of beef cattle. 

To promote the improvement of 
beef cattle in the economical pro- 
duction of high quality meat. 
To cooperate with the various

It has often been said that it is prob- 
lems that create opportunity. We some- 
times find, perhaps, that opportunity 
creates problems. The formation and pro- 
motion of Performance Registry Inter- 
national certainly contains elements of 
both, but the opportunity part stands 
out so clearly that what often seems to

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Agricultural Extension Service 
Program on Production 
Testing Beef Cattle 


How Program Was Developed and What Can 
Be Expected as Far as Help 
From County Agents

"Te use of production information 
(regularity of calving, weaning 
weight, ability to gain, grade, and 
conformation) makes it possible for a 
breeder to select animals that (1) are 
outstanding producers, (2) will develop 
into outstanding producers or (3) select 
matings that will result in animals cap- 
able of outstanding production. 

The Extension beef cattle program on 
the use of production records in breed- 
ing programs started in 1954 from re- 
search information and has developed 
into our present program where any 
farmer or rancher in Texas can get as- 
sistance in setting up a program on his 
farm or ranch if he will just ask his 
county agricultural agent. 


Producers Ask For Assistance 

Developing practical programs, based 
on research information, usable by farm- 
ers and ranchers to make more efficient 
operations, is the basic concept of Agri- 
cultural Extension work. This informa- 
tion is usually carried to farmers and 
ranchers by demonstrations organized by 
the county agricultural agent in cooper- 
ation with farmers and ranchers. Many 
of these extension programs are started 
because the producers realize the need 
for them and ask for assistance. This 
was done in the case of performance 
testing and using production records in 
beef cattle breeding programs. 

In 1953 and 1954 farmers and ranchers 
began asking for such a program based 
on recent research information on per- 
formance and production testing in beef 
cattle. Most of these requests came from 
the Panhandie area and a meeting was 
held at Amarillo in the spring of 1954 
with interested ranchers and Dr. J. C. 
Miller and his animal husbandry staff. 
Knox Parr, Extension District Agent, 
and Dr. Miller worked out a plan where- 
by the program was started in Septem- 
ber 1954 in the Panhandle area on a 
pilot run basis.

stock used by early breeders to establish 
our present beef breeds, was shown by 
the research information to still be the 
best method of improving beef cattle. 
This research information showed that 
when more exact methods for selecting 
breeding animals were used progress 
would be much faster. 

Experiment Station and Extension 
Service personnel worked together to set 
up the actual beef cattle breeding pro- 
gram on the use of production records 
in breeding programs that was sound 
from the standpoint of research informa- 
tion and practical and workable on farms 
and ranches. Two basic facts about Tex- 
as beef production were considered in 
working out this program. First, the 
program must be designed for use by 
commercial cattlemen to produce beef of 
the desired type more efficiently because 
without commercial cattle there would 
be no need or market for registered 
cattle. Second, major emphasis should be 
placed on weaning weights and weaning 
grades and the use of ability to gain 
information secondary. This decision to 
put calf production information first was 
because Texas farms and ranches pro- 
duce over three million beef calves an- 
nually and less than one-tenth of these 
calves are ever placed in Texas feed 
lots. Research conducted in Texas and 
other states was reviewed, Extension 
beef cattle breeding programs from the 
states that had education programs in 
progress were studied and comments and 
suggestions from individual farmers and 
ranchers who were using production re- 
cords were considered in setting up the 
procedure for getting and using produc- 
tion records. This procedure was describ- 
ed in Bulletin 809, “Performance as a 
Guide to Beef Herd Selection.” This pub- 
lication was published jointly by the Tex- 
as Agricultural Extension Service and 
the Texas Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion and a total of 30,000 copies have 
been distributed. 

More Than 40 Demonstrations Set Up 

The purpose of a pilot run in the Pan- 
handle area was to take the breeding 


program with the use of production in- 
formation and see if it would be accept- 
able and workable on farms and ranches. 
Over 40 demonstrations were set up in 
the Panhandle in the first 14 months. 
Interest began to grow in other sections 
of the state to the extent that, in the 
spring of 1956, the production on the 
use of production records in breeding 
programs was made a statewide pro- 
gram. 

The first problem in establishing a 
new statewide agricultural educational 
program is to set up the individual pro- 
gram and publish a bulletin containing 
the information. This had already been 
done during the pilot run in the Pan- 
handle area. The next problem or job 
was to train county agricultural agents. 
Their first training was conducted in dis- 
trict meetings that consisted of discuss- 
ing the entire program with about 20 
agents. Most of the agents, after this 
first training meeting, were able to dis- 
cuss the value and use of production re- 
cords with farmers and ranchers in their 
counties. When an agent found one or 
more producers that wanted more infor- 
mation on the use of production records, 
an Extension Animal Husbandman was 
invited to a meeting of interested beef 
producers to explain the program in de- 
tail. If some breeder had birth dates of 
his calves and they were the proper age, 
an actual demonstration would be con- 
ducted where the calves were weighed, 
graded and the records completed. The 
demonstration was and is preferred be- 
cause the mechanics of gathering and 
using the production information is some- 
times rather hard to visualize. Usually 
one visit to a county by the animal hus- 
bandry specialist is all that is required 
to give the county agent and rancher 
enough information and confidence to 
continue with the program. The next 
year the specialist would have enough 
requests for new counties that time would 
not permit a second visit. 

The cooperating farmers and ranchers 
have been furnished, through the local

Performance Testing at the Texas Agricultural 
Experiment Station 


Work Started at Balmovhea in 1931 Has Been Extended Over the Years to Include Carcass 
Evaluation and Fertility Testing of Bulls 


Tm: Texas Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station early recognized the 
potential in performance testing 
of beef cattle and is credited with pro- 
viding most of the initiative for the 
development of the present status of 
this new and powerful selection tool. 
Historical Sketch 

In 1931 work was begun at the Texas 
Agricultural Experiment Station at Bal- 
morhea located in the ‘Trans-Pecos to 
determine the feasibility of using locally 
produced roughages for feeding steers. 
Steers were fed and fattened satis- 
factorily. A method of self-feeding was 
established and growing and fattening 
rations were tested. In 1941 it developed 
that neither funds nor a sufficient num- 
ber of experimental steers were avail- 
able to utilize the excess feed produced

at the station during this good year. 
Necessity, the mother of invention, 
stimulated the creation of a very fruit- 
ful cooperative relationship between the 
Experiment Station and a private ranch- 
man. This breeder, John H. Killough 
of the Jeff Ranch, volunteered to bring 
33 bulls to the station and to pay for 
their feed costs during the winter. 

The growing ration used proved to be 
feasible for developing bull calves as 
they gained about 3.0 pounds per day 
for 72 days. This good record at the 
Balmorhea Station attracted the atten- 
tion of other breeders in the area. The 
next year three others joined in the 
cooperative feeding. This work proved 
useful and warranted research. 

In 1942 the station superintendent, 
J. J. Bayles, stated that the new work 
could study the effect of “parentage.” 
The data were taken by careful and 
thinking people who paid attention to 
detail. They identified each animal 
separately and recorded each sire as 


well as such things as age, health 
status, fleshing and external parasitism. 

A geneticist located at the Main Sta- 
tion at A. & M. College, Dr. R. E. 
Patterson, saw in these feeding data a 
great new potential. The gains of these 
bulls being wintered were good average 
gains but were not uniformly good. 
Some had high gains, some had low 
gains. The geneticist reasoned that the 
gain was due to either (1) external 
forces (such as nutrition, health and 
weather) or (2) inheritance (breeding). 
The external forces were standardized 
each animal was treated alike. But 
they were sired by many different sires. 
Young test bulls, in groups of about 
three to six from each of several 
ranches, were of necessity from a herd 
bull of the particular ranch. 

Analysis of these data proved to this 
geneticist that the important differences 
in gaining ability were due to the use 
of the different sires. Differences in

The pro- 
ducer can raise that kind more econom- 
ically, because a pound of fat costs more 
to produce than a pound of lean. The 
retailer profits because a higher per- 
centage of the carcass weighs into the 
retail display case, and a higher yield 
of loin steaks, round steaks, and prime 
rib roasts is obtained. Consumers like 
the increased weight of edible cooked 
meat per pound purchased. The packer 
can profit from the steady demand for 
beef stimulated by satisfied customers. 


Factors Affecting Percentage Yield 


Careful research on over 800 carcasses 
at the Texas A. & M. College Meats Lab- 
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oratory has given a fairly good under- 
standing of the factors affecting the per- 
centage yield of preferred cuts from the 
beef carcass. As fatness increases, the 
percentage of round decreases and there 
is no increase in the yield of retail- 
trimmed loin and prime rib cuts. Cheaper 
cuts, including the brisket, plate, and 
flank, receive more than their propor- 
tionate share of increased fat. Superior 
conformation offsets the decrease in per- 
centage yield caused by increased fat- 
ness. 

These points are clearly illustrated in 
Table 1 on the following page which 
shows the percentage of wholesale- and 
retail-trimmed cuts from the carcasses 
of two steers which are shown above. 
Both steers graded Choice. However, No. 
2 yielded 2 per cent more loin, rib, and 
round on a wholesale-cut basis and over 
6 per cent more of the preferred cuts on 
a retail-trimmed basis (all fat in excess 
of 44 inch and excess bony portions were 
removed). The increased fatness (21.75 
pounds more fat trim) and the decreased 
muscling (1.85 square inch smaller rib- 
eye area) of No. 3 were the major causes 
of its lower cutout. Steer No. 2 was 
worth $5.14 more per hundredweight of 
carcass, or $3.15 more per hundredweight 
alive.

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Is muscling in beef cattle inherited? 
We need more information from larger 
numbers of cattle in order to answer this 
question fully. However, heritability esti- 
mates of ribeye area (which is a meas- 
ure of muscling) have been found to be 
in the neighborhood of 70 per cent, after 
adjustment for weight is made. This be- 
ing true, a great deal of progress can be 
made by increasing the size of ribeye 
in cattle by identifying and mating cat- 
tle with large ribeyes. 

Relationship of Bone to Muscle 

Research to determine the relationship 
of bone to muscle in beef carcasses is 
now under way at the Texas A. & M. 
College Meats Laboratory. Data from 
28 yearling Hereford steers have been 
carefully analyzed. Weight, length, and 
weight-length ratio were obtained on the 
front and rear cannon bones, the rear 
shank bone, and the main bone of the 
round. Bone weights and weight-length 
ratios were related to weights of retail- 
trimmed cuts and with area of ribeye, 
which were used as indicators of mus- 
cling. The strong positive relationships 
obtained reveal that bones within an 
animal develop proportionately both in 
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length and weight and suggest that a 
positive association exists between bone 
thickness and muscling. These indications 
look promising because more accurate 
criteria are needed for estimating mus- 
cling in live cattle. Perhaps some meas- 
ure of bone thickness will give us one 
of these criteria. 

Shoppers have always wanted cuts of 
beef that pleased their families, even 
though this has caused higher prices for 
some cuts and relatively low prices for 
others. Consumers have always asked 
the retailer to trim away excess fat, 
and recent surveys point to the fact that 
a large percentage of consumers select 
the leaner grades of beef. Variability 
among consumers, however, is as great 
or greater than variability in beef cuts. 
The A. & M. Meats Laboratory has con- 
ducted a three-year study and found that 
only 25 per cent of the families studied 
could repeat themselves with any degree 
of accuracy when testing cuts from the 
same source. 

Tenderness ranks first in beef accept- 
ability and is one of the most complex 
factors to study. Dr. Sylvia Cover, at 
this station, began studies on beef ten- 
derness in 1933 and has concentrated her 
efforts in this field of study for the past 
eight years. Dr. Cover is doing funda- 
mental research to determine what makes 
beef tender or tough. There are several 
artificial tenderizers on the market to- 
day but their effectiveness is limited by 
a lack of uniformity and depth of pene- 
tration, and some have reported to mask 
the natural beef flavor. The most prom- 
ising “Tenderizer” to the producer and 
consumer is the sire. Dr. T. C. Cartwright 
and associates have reported heritability 
estimates as high as 48 per cent. This 
study is being continued because much 
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larger numbers must be tested before 

definite conclusions can be made. Rate 

of gain is associated with tenderness 

well enough to offer encouragement to 

the possibilities of increasing tenderness 

through selection for gaining ability. 
Beef Cattle Short Course 

At the annual Beef Cattle Short Course 
last August, cattlemen were given an 
opportunity to compete in a steer car- 
cass contest. Twelve steers from three 
breeds, ranging in age from 13 to 20 
months and weighing 682 to 1,098 pounds, 
were entered. Entries were evaluated 
alive, slaughtered, graded and cut into 
retail-trimmed wholesale cuts. The value 
of each carcass was determined by the 
average annual price per pound per 
wholesale cut for its respective USDA 
grade, plus a bonus or discount for ten- 
derness. There was a wide range in most 
of the measurements, especially ribeye 
area per hundredweight, chilled carcass 
(1.2-2.0 square inch); fat trim (5.2 - 
21.3 per cent); per cent of loin, + rib, 
+round, wholesale trim (43.1 - 50.1 per 
cent); retail trim (31.1 - 40.7 per cent); 
carcass grade (Standard-Choice); car- 
cass value ($39.60 - $44.30), and tender- 
ness (shear force value 25 
pounds). The response from cattlemen 
was excellent and the Animal Husban- 
dry Department will hold another steer 
careass contest in August, 1959, in con- 
junction with the Beef Cattle Short 
Course. 

The Animal Husbandry Department 
has also made available to cattlemen a 
progeny testing program for identifica- 
tion of superior sires. This offers a won- 
derful opportunity for producers to test 
sires for the production of muscular, ten- 
der, efficient progeny. The test will be 
conducted at College Station. 


Tenderness ranks first in beef acceptability and is one of the most complex factors to study. 
The Warner-Bratzler Shear Machine which Dr. Cover of Texas A and M College is using in the 
illustration below is a mechanical measure of tenderness which records in pounds the force 
required to shear a one-half inch core of meat. It is the most accurate mechanical measure 
for tenderness we have today and is highly correlated with taste panels.

Performance Testing At 
Armstrong Ranch 


Program Started in 1950 Is Applied 
to 2,000 Santa Gertrudis

HE ARMSTRONG Ranch started 
performance testing in its Santa 
Gertrudis breeding program in 
1950, following many years of selection 
for production factors on a basis of 
visual appraisal. Records of production, 
as a basis for selection of replacements, 
involves six steps: 
. Recording birth date of each calf 
within 15 days. 
. Permanent identification of each 
calf with its parents. 
recording weight 
each calf at 


~ 
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. Weighing and 
and condition of 
weaning. 

. Keeping all replacement candi- 
dates under uniform conditions 
between weaning and breeding. 

. Weighing each replacement can- 
didave at between 18 and 24 
months. 

3. Recording the performance of 
each individual on the parents’ 
record. 

Steps 3, 4, 5 and 6 are accompanied 
by culling of low performing heifers and 
cows and selection of top performing 
bulls and yearling bulls for replacement 
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purposes and for use in artificial insemi- 
nation. 

The Armstrong Ranch applies this 
system to its herd of more than 2,000 
purebred Santa Gertrudis cows. To de- 
termine what results were being ob- 
tained from this system of selection, 12 
bull calves were placed in a Texas Ag- 
ricultural Experimental Station gain 
evaluation test in January, 1957. These 
12 bull calves showed an average gain 
on a growing ration of three pounds 
per day. This was 30 per cent more than 
the average gain shown by 38 other 
bulls in the same test. There were 50 
bulls tested, representing 12 different 
herds, and the top performing Arm- 
strong Ranch calf gained 54 per cent 
more than the average for the entire 
test group. 

The results of this official test strongly 
indicate that performance testing will 
strengthen the competitive position of 
the producer who will keep records and 
minimize the guess factor in his breed- 
ing program. 


Cattle Business Changing 


Producers Demanding Cattle With 
Performance Records

r g HINGS ARE changing in the cattle 
business. The people who come to 
our farm to invest in bulls are 

approaching the problem quite differ- 

ently than they did years back. Nowa- 
days, they want cattle with records of 
gaining performance back of them, with 
some depth of background, with some 
longevity, with some evidence of milk. 

We find these are the kind they want 

and, where available, the kind they will 

buy. Stated in very simple terms, we 
are gain testing our cattle in order to 
assess their productive, reproductive, and 

transmitting levels; also, we find that a 

good specimen with a proven production 

record is easier to sell. 

It’s a bit of a chore to keep the weights 
and records, but we find our customers 
like these facts as a guide when they are 
making their bull selections. 

Our experience covers a total of 195 
bulls that we have officially tested dur- 
ing the past five years. From this ex- 
perience, we have definitely concluded 
that the first requisite for faster gains 
is a bigger, skeletal frame—a longer, 
taller, deeper, wider chassis on which to 
hang the meat. 

For 50 years we have educated and 
conditioned ourselves to a shorter, lower, 
smaller type and in some cases seem 
now to have carried this philosophy to 
such an extreme that drastic corrective 
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Fabron of Wye, one of the bulls on Wye 
Plantation, made an average daily gain of 3.05 
pounds on a 154-day pasture test. 
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measures are actually being taken by 
many breeders in an effort to reestablish 
a more practical animal, somewhat after 
the type our fathers and grandfathers 
found useful in their time. 

The gaining bull is usually a stretchy 
youngster with considerable scope. Even 
the most experienced cowman finds it 
difficult sometimes to keep from being 
shocked to find that a big, stretchy, 
gangling, awkward youngster with a 
level back and a lot of bone and a mel- 
low hide can turn into a good, big, 
smooth, acceptable specimen as a year- 
ling or a two-year-old. 


Performance Testing Speeds 
Up Improvement 


Program Has Resulted in Marked 
Changes for the Better

YE ARE breeders of registered 
Brahman and commercial Bra- 
ford cattle in the Texas guif 

coast region. This area, because of cli- 
mate, forage and markets, is well adapt- 
ed to a cow and calf operation. Constant- 
ly rising costs, widely fluctuating market 
prices, unusual climatic extremes, and 
other operational hazards pose serious 
problems to the industry. We believe the 
present-day cattle producer must recog- 
nize and meet these problems to stay 
in business. He must increase the ef- 
ficient rate of beef production, he must 
furnish a more desirable and merchant- 
able quality of beef, and he must hold 
down his costs of production. 

Some years ago we set up a long- 
range plan with these objectives, which 
we hope to realize some day. We started 
a program of pasture improvement. We 
started making better use of hybrid 
vigor by Brahman crosses in our com- 
mercial cow herd. We started paying 
more attention to animal health prob- 
lems. We set up records of performance 
and production; first, of our registered 
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Brahman herds, and gradually of our 
commercial herds. We were particularly 
concerned with improving the fertility 
of our cows and bulls, the ability of our 
cows to raise and wean big calves, and 
rate of gain in drylot and on pasture 
of calves and yearlings, the adaptabil- 
ity of cattle to environment, and effi- 
cient body conformation. Accordingly, 
we adopted recommendations by the ex- 
periment and extension services and the 
agricultural colleges to record these fac- 
tors, which have all been proven highly 
heritable. Then, by selection and culling 
based on these records, as well as by 
visual inspection, we have speeded up 
considerably the process of improvement. 

From this long-range program we can 
report consistently higher calf crops; a 
substantial increase in desirable quality, 
grade and size of our weaned calves; a 
thriftier, cleaner, healthier cow herd; 
and a satisfactory increase in the rate 
and efficiency of beef production. We 
credit our performance and production 
records with a large and vital part in 
this attainment. 


Performance Testing Ours 
For the Taking 


Great Tool for Better Breeding and 
Higher Production

LL GOOD salesmen know that a 
A prospective customer is never in- 

terested in his personal success, 
failures, oily words, or drinking friends, 
but ten to one he will become interested 
in your product if you can prove you 
have something to offer that will help 
him to cut his costs and put more profit 
dollars in his pocket. 

Performance testing is not a product 
for sale by a person or corporation. It 
is a method for separating your high 
production, fast gaining cattle from the 
slow gaining, profit eating individuals 
with the use of the common scales as 
the tool for evaluation. 

Through our Extension Service and 
some local organization work, this serv- 
ice is now available on our home range 
or feed lot. We find it surprising the 
information obtained from weaning 
weights alone, also through the sim- 
plicity of running a 140-day gain test 
on a group of calves. It can be run on 
feeds or pasture, and pasture and sup- 
plement as long as they all receive the 
same treatment. 

We at the Spring Mountain Ranches 
think that performance testing through 
weight evaluation is one of the most 
valuable methods developed and put into 
practice by our A. & M. Experiment 
Stations and others. 

We, as purebred breeders and also 
as commercial beef producers, have this 
tool for better breeding and higher

Performance Testing Better 
Than Eye-Ball Method 


Only Cows That Produce Heaviest 
Calves Remain in Herd

N THE early 1950’s the fact that 
| many commercial beef cattle herds 

of the nation were better than the 
top purebred herds convinced us that a 
better method of selecting replacement 
cattle than the conventional eyeball meth- 
od was needed. 

In 1953 I observed the method used 
by the Bell Ranch of New Mexico, which 
was based on grade and weaning weights. 
I was so impressed with their results 
that I initiated their method of selecting 
calves for replacements in our own herd 
and for sale. We are testing our bulls 
with the highest grade and weaning 
weights at PanTech Farms, Bluebonnet 
Farms, and Crockett, Texas, and Good- 
well, Okla., to find the bulls with the 
highest gain ability for our own herd. 

We have three qualified disinterested 
graders grade our calves when they are 
weighed by the county agent. 

We castrate all bull calves with low 
weaning weights and grade. We com- 
pare them only to calves weighed at the 
same time and out of the same pasture.

After we weigh and cull our heifers 
as calves, we weigh them as yearlings 
and cull out the lowest ones again. 

Our cow herd is known for its pro- 
duction of outstanding bulls and cows 
of high gain ability because we have 
steadfastly followed a selection program 
of: (1) high weaning weights, (2) high 
gain ability (3) grade. 

Only those cows that produce the 
heaviest calves when adjusted to 205 
days of age remain in the herd regard- 
less of grade or ancestry. Weight is 
paramount if accompanied by a decent 
grade based on breed characteristics and 
conformation. 

When we started weighing, in 1953, 
we had some high-grading calves in the 
low-weight bracket. Those were “pho- 
nys.” Now our heaviest calves are also 
those with the highest grades. I believe 
we have eliminated the uneconomical 
“duds.” 
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CH Domino Prince 35, a purebred Hereford 
bull owned by F. R. Carpenter, weighed 760 
pounds when weaned at eight months. At four 
years of age he weighs 2675 pounds. 


Performance Testing 
Is a Challenge 


Demand for High Gaining Bulls 
Far in Excess of Supply

cattle for 44 years before I began 

to test my cattle on a pair of scales 
to determine their performance. During 
the years before that time I had relied 
on looks and pedigree to determine value. 
Five years ago I began weighing all my 
calves at birth, at weaning, as yearlings 
and as two year olds. I also kept com- 
plete records on the performance of the 
cows and herd bulls. The first year I 
did this, I found an astonishing differ- 
ence in the ability to gain flesh among 
calves on the same pasture and nursing 
cows of approximately the same milking 
capacity. In 81 calves I found a differ- 
ence varying from a gain of 1.4 pounds 
to 2.7 pounds a day. Last year, as a 
result of culling, the difference was 
considerably lessened. 

The high-gaining calves, as a general 
rule, are the ones with the best confor- 
mation. That is to say, they have the 
best three dimensions—depth, breadth 
and length. They are heavier at birth, 
stretchier in length of body and leg, and 
greedier for feed. This last fact I learned 
to my sorrow, when the only 2.9-pound 
daily-gaining calf I ever had broke into 
a pasture early one morning to get some 
frosty clover and died. 

Performance testing requires more 
work in the corral and at the desk. It 
also requires much more attention to 
the day-by-day condition of the cattle. 
If the pasture runs short, you cannot 
ignore it and say to yourself, “They’ll 
make it.” You must get them on better 
feed at once. Also, if you notice a limp, 
a runny eye or scour, you cannot say, 
“They'll get over that in a few days if 
left alone.” You must attend to it im- 
mediately. This is because the Perform- 
ance Registry International of Canyon, 
Texas, which is the only national society 
issuing Performance Registration Cer- 
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tificates, requires a bull calf to gain 
two pounds a day for the first 205 days 
of its life. This 410 pounds added to an 
estimated 65-pound birth weight makes 
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the 475-pound minimum weight at 205 
days of age, which is required for per- 
formance registration with the national 
society. 

Once you adopt a criterion, like a pair 
of scales, to give you a scientific fact 
about your cattle, you find yourself in 
a new world of cattle breeders who are 
doing the same thing. The race for three- 
pound-a-day gaining calves on dam’s 
milk and pasture only is a very chal- 
lenging one, and the stakes are high. 
The demand for big, high-scoring Here- 
ford bulls is far in excess of the supply, 
and the prices are correspondingly high. 

Commercial cattlemen have been much 
quicker to recognize the value of fast- 
gaining sires than have the purebred 
men. The reason for that is that the 
commercial men have always had a pair 
of scales to determine the value of their 
product, and they have learned to respect 
that decision as more reliable than any 
“eve test.” 

When the breeders of purebred cattle 
come to recognize the significance of 
“Weight for Age” as a valuable charac- 
teristic of a breeding animal, the breed 
associations will have to add that infor- 
mation to their registration certificates, 
or discriminating buyers will require 
“double” registration, i.e., one for pedi- 
gree and one for performance, before 
they will purchase their bulls. 


Performance Testing Aids 
Herd Improvement 


Eleven Year's Experience Has 
Shown Good Results

ERFORMANCE testing began on 
P our Mill Creek Ranch, Mason Coun- 
ty, Texas, Sept. 8, 1947. On that 
date we received 60 head of three-year- 
old heifers from the Lasater Ranch of 
Falfurrias, Texas, with an agreement 
to conduct an experiment for two 
years. Tom Lasater of the Lasater Ranch 
worked out the details of the experiment, 
and Ed Hyman, Mason county agent at 
that time, agreed to do the weighing 
and keep the records. Some interesting 
information was compiled during the 
two-year test. We have continued per- 
formance testing for the past 11 years. 
I would like to point out an example 
of performance testing by comparing the 
records of two heifer calves that were 
dropped, in the experimental herd, Nov. 
13 and Nov. 30, 1947. Their numbers 
are: 841, with an adjusted weight of 
436 pounds at weaning; and 844, with 
an adjusted weight of 535 pounds. Each 
cow weaned her nith calf in October, 
1958. The average adjusted weight of 
the nine calves of 841 was 483 pounds; 
the average adjusted weight of the nine 
calves of 844 was 607 pounds. Compari- 
sons like this make your performance 
records valuable in selecting herd sires 
and replacement heifers. 
The quality of an animal is visible, 
and quite often you can pick the calf 
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with the highest adjusted weight visual- 
ly. However, you must record that weight 
to retain it for future reference in main- 
taining performance in your herd. Con- 
sequently, we think performance testing 
is the final measurement in herd im- 
provement.

Performance Testing Helps 
Find Right Individuals 
When Mated, Large Per Cent of 
Offspring Meet Standards

E HAVE found that our chances 
W for success in improving our 

Hereford cattle depends upon the 
selection and mating of the right indi- 
viduals. Performance testing is a great 
help in finding those individuals. 

For too long we have depended most- 
ly on pedigrees and individual merit as 
the main factors in selection. When com- 
bined, outstanding performance and out- 
standing individual merit, is the kind of 
pedigree we are looking for. 

Performance testing has helped us 
divide our cow herd into three groups, 
according to their ability to produce 
calves with high weaning weight and 
of desirable body conformation. The 
lower one-third were culled. The middle 
and upper thirds were kept in the cow 
herd. 

We pick our replacement heifers from 
the upper one-third of the cow herd, 
placing equal emphasis on body con- 
formation and weight for age at wean- 
ing time. 

We choose our herd bulls from our 
own herd as well as outside sources. 
We try to pick bulls only from the 
upper 3 per cent or 4 per cent of the 
herd. 

We are trying to produce individuals 
that have a desirable body conforma- 
tion and possess the ability to gain 
rapidly and convert feed efficiently. 

By weighing calves at weaning time 
and placing them on feeding trials, per- 
formance testing is helping us to find 
the desirable individuals and, when 
mated, a large per cent of their off- 
spring meet these standards.

using single sire herds, in 1947, that 

we learned one cannot put much de- 
pendence on “eyeball calibration.” Good 
looks do not insure heavy calves at wean- 
ing time. By weighing and grading calves 
when weaned and converting to a stand- 
ard weaning age it is an easy matter to 
locate bulls (and cows, too) that con- 
sistently produce better than average 
offspring. 

Those animals whose calves do not 
meet our standards for breed character- 
istics and whose weaning weights are 
not acceptable are culled. 

We are now supplementing our own 
records by participating in official Beef 
Cattle Gain Evaluation Tests. 

The Luling Foundation is the first 
non-tax supported institution to provide 
official beef cattle gain testing facilities 
to Texas breeders. 

Personnel of the Texas A. & M. Col- 
lege system have assisted with the proj- 
ect now in its third year by supervising 
the work, collecting the data, and pub- 
lishing reports. 

The first test conducted during 1956- 
57 was in drylot. There were 46 males 
and 15 females, provided by 14 cooper- 
ating breeders. 

The second test, 1957-58, was one of 
the first to make use of pasture for test- 
ing purposes. Gains made by 54 bulls 
completing the test show they do ex- 
press their inherited gaining ability when 
allowed to harvest most of their feed 
from good pasture. 

Heifers were used to compare gains 
in drylot vs. pasture instead of being 
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in the formal Gain Evaluation Test in 
1957-58. “The heifers fed on pasture 
gained an average of 35 pounds per head 
more than those in drylot.” They were 
also in higher condition, as indicated by 
the finish scores. 

“To get more specific information con- 
cerning these two methods of feeding, 
32 Santa Gertrudis heifers by eight dif- 
ferent sires were divided into two groups 
so that each sire had about the same 
number of daughters in each group. One 
group was then placed in drylot and the 
other was placed on temporary winter 
pasture.” 

Data obtained show gain ability can 
be measured under pasture conditions 
when good grazing is available. Gains 
obtained on pasture normally cost less 
than those in drylot. Moreover, many 
ranchmen can test on pasture that do 
not have facilities for drylot feeding. 


Reservations for 92 bulls for the third 
test, which will start Nov. 10, 1958, have 
been made by 25 breeders. Temporary 
winter pasture will be used again. 

Breeds to be tested include: Brahman, 
Brown Swiss, Charbray, Charolais, Here- 
ford, Santa Gertrudis, Shorthorn, Zebu. 

Heifers will be used to repeat the dry- 
lot vs. pasture test again this year. 


Performance Testing Is One 
More Good Tool 


To Survive the Beef Industry Must 
Become More Efficient

ERFORMANCE testing is one more 
Pp good tool to be used by the rancher 

in the more efficient production 
of beef. There aren’t too many new av- 
enues to get more and better beef from 
the same number of cows. And most of 
us are not even using the ones we know 
to the best advantage. To survive, the 
beef industry must become more effi- 
cient and take advantage of every prac- 
tical method offered. And performance 
testing is one more way to add pounds 
at weaning time and in the feed lot. 
Already, feeders bring premium prices 
by being sired by tested high-gaining 
bulls, and ranchers are getting more 
pounds at weaning time. 

On the Jack Frost Ranches we haven’t 
followed performance testing as exten- 
sively as lots of ranches, particularly 
on our commercial cattle. We haven’t 
done a great deal of official testing even 
in our registered herd, but we do weigh 
regularly in the registered herd. This 
is for our own use, to enable us to pick 
out the animals that are producing the 
most efficient calves and yearlings. And 
we will not use in either herd an inferior 
animal, regardless of the gain or wean- 
ing weight. However, with performance 
testing, our present standards of con- 
formation may change. Performance

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testing will not only include weights 
and gain ability but will eventually take 
n carcass grade and efficiency. To me, 
personally, one of the great steps being 
taken is in the carcass evaluation work 
now being done by Dr. O. D. Butler of 
Texas A. & M. There is no doubt that 
this will be worked in with the tests 
now being used. 

“The eye of the master fattens the 
cattle.” There is no question that this 
s true, but the eyes of most of us are 
not good enough to get a real accurate 
weight. And weight alone is not enough, 
for you must put the calendar to it. 
Weight per day of age, adjusted wean- 
ing weights, gain per day of feeding 
period, weight and grade and area of 
rib eye of carcass, all these factors are 
vital to the continued improvement of 
our cattle. And they can not be done 


by eye alone.

Performance Testing Has 
Brought Rewarding Results 


Ogeechee Farms Strives for Good 
Conformation Plus Early 
Maturity

EEF cattle can be bred up to a 
B high level of efficiency by the 

application of research findings 
now available. This must be accom- 
plished if we are to meet the competi- 
tion of feed efficiency already attained 
by smaller animals. The aim of the reg- 
istered cattie breeder should be to sup- 
ply the cattle industry with foundation 
stock capable of achieving this objec- 
tive. 

Keeping this in mind at Ogeechee 
Farms, we strive for good conformation 
plus early maturity. We have practiced 
performance testing with rewarding re- 
sults, keeping records with the require- 
ments of the Performance Registry 
International always before us. How- 
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ever, we add another requirement. We 
weigh calves at 120 days and want 2 
pounds gain per day from birth for 
the bulls and 1%§ pounds for the heif- 
ers. This indicates the dam’s mother- 
ing ability. 

We have observed 1) line bred cattle 
are more prepotent than those of ran- 
dom pedigrees and we have restricted 
our selection to a single bloodline, the 
Domestic Mischief; 2) there is a wide 
variation in the ability of cows to pro- 
duce heavy calves regularly and with 
desired conformation; 3) there is a high 
repeatability for both good and bad; 
4) this ability is also transmitted to 
successive generations; 5) extremely 
high or low levels of nutrition impair 
the accuracy of selection. 

We practice what we preach. In short, 
we use our records as an added breed- 
ing tool. By retaining performance 
tested females in our herd, breeding 
them to performance tested sires and 
repeating with their progeny we have 
been able to move into production test- 
ing of beef cattle. 


Performance Testing 
Not At All New 


Breeder Must Cull and Cull Ruth- 
lessly Toward Defined Goal

make appreciable strides during his 

lifetime, he must cull ruthlessly 
toward a limited and well defined goal. 
By this we mean the individual breeder 
must determine those minimum charac- 
teristics which are essential to efficient 
beef production under his environmental 
and market conditions and select for 
those characteristics alone, disregarding 
all others. 

Though not at all new, performance 
testing is at last becoming popular. As 
a result, this vital tool will now have 
an opportunity to make a far greater 
contribution. Likewise, now that many 
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minds and much research are being de- 
voted to performance testing, the actual 
techniques may be vastly improved 
within the near future. 

On the Lasater Ranch, since 1892, we 
have practiced the theory that cattle 
should be produced and performance 
tested under the environmental condi- 
tions under which they are to be used. 
To illustrate, beginning in 1936, we 
adopted the following system of per- 
formance testing our Beefmaster bulls: 

(1) The bull calves are weighed on 
two consecutive days at weaning time. 
The average determines the weaning 
weight, which gives us a good check on 
the milking ability of the dam and the 
growth potential of the calf. 

(2) After weaning, the bull calves are 
turned back on the range where they re- 
ceive a daily supplement. 

(3) Before going into service at four- 
teen months of age, the bull calves are 
again weighed on two consecutive days, 
and the average weight determined. 

(4) The gain on the range, with a 
daily supplement, from weaning time 
until service time (14 months), indicates 
how efficient the bull’s own “carbure- 
tor” may be without benefit of dam’s 
milk. Those individuals which are at the 
top of their class both at weaning time 
and at service time, and excel with re- 
spect to the other essential character- 
istics, are selected to pass along the 
traits of efficient beef production under 
our particular environmental conditions. 
The bulls are again weighed and judged 
each year before going into service. A 
continuous record is kept on each indi- 
vidual until he is replaced by a better 
bull. 

This system of performance testing 
has produced an extremely heavy and 
efficient herd of beef producers, the 
Beefmasters. Our heaviest weaning 
weight to date is a bull calf weighing 
906 pounds at nine months and one day 
of age. He was range raised with no 
supplement. The day her calf was 
weaned, his three-year-old dam 
weighed 1320 pounds. She had received 
a protein supplement for seventy days 
during the winter.

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Progress From Production 
Testing On Bell Ranch 


Over Ten Year Period Grade of 
Calves Improved Tremendously

HE results given are those 
achieved on the Bell Ranch in New 
Mexico where we have been fol- 
lowing a systematic program of produc- 
tion testing for ten years. The Bell 
Ranch is a fairly large range cow and 
calf operation. Both a commercial cow 
herd and a purebred Hereford herd are 
maintained. All bulls used on the ranch 
are produced there and they are now all 
production tested. All cattle, grades and 
purebreds, are run under strictly range 
conditions and with only limited supple- 
mental feeding during part of the win- 
ter. 

The breeding program was planned 
and is operated for the sole purpose of 
increasing the productivity and profit- 
ableness of the cattle. We began with 
the conviction that the ability to gain 
weight rapidly and economically could 
be greatly increased in a herd by proper 
matings and selection. We also believed 
that this could be done while improve- 
ment was being made in conformation 
and grade. Results have proved this to 
be a sound belief. 

In the purebred herd, where individ- 
uals are identified, two types of records 
are kept. These are individual perform- 
ance records for the young cattle and 
production records for the mature cattle 
in the breeding herd. All calves are 
weighed and graded at weaning and the 
results are recorded on a chart which 
enables us to see at a glance which are 
the poorest gainers and lowest graders. 
At this time about the lower third of 
the calf crop is culled. This same pro- 
cess is repeated when the calves have 
been weaned a year. After the yearling 
weighing and grading the lower third is 
culled. This means that we end up by 
keeping about the top third of the calf 
crop. 

When the cows go into the breeding 
herd a production record sheet is set up 
for each one. On this we show the weight 
and grade of each of her calves and we 
also show how her calf compared with 
the others in his particular crop. For 
this purpose we have devised a numer- 
ical rating index. It is highly important 
that calves or yearlings be compared 
with those of the same year or calf 
crop. Because of varying feed conditions, 
comparisons between years are often mis- 
leading. On the cow record sheets is 
also recorded all available information 
about milking ability, regularity of re- 
production, soundness, temperament and 
durability. Selection is based on all of 
these. About 20 per cent of our cows are 
replaced each year because they fail to 
measure up in some of these respects. 

After 10 years we can report the fol- 
lowing results: The grade of our calves

has improved very greatly. From about 
8 per cent fancy calves—our highest 
grade—we have gone up to 60 per cent 
last year. 

Even more pleasing has been the fact 
that the lower grades have practically 
disappeared from the herd. Now nearly 
all the calves fall in the first two grades, 
fancy and choice plus. 

I want to emphasize what I have said 
many times before. You do not have to 
sacrifice quality to get better weight. 

We began this program in a very good 
year but have been in a serious drouth 
ever since. In spite of this, our bull calves 
weighed 35 pounds more last year than 
they did in 1949, when we had a great 
deal more rain. 

We are thoroughly sold on the value 
of production testing and would not 
think of discontinuing in our herd. In 
fact, we would not know how to oper- 
ate without it. 


Performance Testing a Way

For Each Animal

a way of life for ranchers. Testing 

the ability of cattle to put on weight 
is not new to the industry. Checking the 
efficiency of this weight gain is not new 
to the feedlot operator. Certainly the 
grading of cattle into beef grades has 
been a part of the packer’s work all 
along. The great livestock shows of the 
country have stressed and glamorized the 
grading of cattle in the judging rings to 
a fine point. Good management practices 
have been studied for a long time by the 
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best ranch operators pointing to heavy 
calves at weaning time. How to buy a 
herd bull that will improve the tonnage 
and selling price of the calf crop has 
filled many printed pages. The longevity 
and fertility of the breeding stock is im- 
portant and has had experimental work 
done on it by great minds. All of these 
things and others too, have occupied the 
time of our research workers for the past 
fifty years. They have worked out the 
best ways to get many things done. Per- 
formance Testing embodies all of these 
things in one program giving us an index 
figure for each animal that actually 
means something by way of comparison. 
Such a procedure is valuable for many 
purposes. 

Performance Testing employs all the 
tools that have been perfected piecemeal 
in the past by research. It is the applica- 
tion and use of these tools to produce 
comparative results that a cattleman 
can use in a practical way. To appreciate 
fully its benefits it should be used 100%.

In 1957 we gain-tested 240 yearling 
heifers and selected 38 to go back into 
the herd. The grade on the entire bunch 
ranged from low choice to fancy. The 
grade on the replacements narrowed 
down after weighing to 10 middle choice 
and 28 head of high choice heifers. Noth- 
ing below 89 was retained and nothing 
above 95 made it. These heifers calved 
in 1958 at two years and raised a crop 
of calves that will soon be graded and 
weighed. Right now they look like a 
bunch of mature cows’ calves proving 
their young mothers to be excellent moth- 
er cows. The calves are sired by Perform- 
ance Tested bulls that stood well above 
3# per day.

county agent, Bulletin 809, “Performance 
as a Guide to Beef Herd Selection,” that 
outlined the procedure for gathering and 
using production information. Through 
the county agent’s cooperation, beef cat- 
tle producers could obtain a record book, 
D-444, designed to make production rec- 
ords adequate and as simple as possible. 

County agents usually like to have at 
least two demonstrations, one with a 
commercial herd and one with a regis- 
tered herd. These demonstrations should 
be continued for about five years and 
each time the calves are weighed and 
graded, interested farmers and ranchers 
should be invited to observe the actual 
mechanics of getting the production in- 
formation, the differences in ability of 
cattle to produce, and the progress that 
is being made in improving production. 

Research and extension personnel 
working with beef cattle are constantly 
trying to gather new information by 
research being conducted in Texas, study- 
ing research reported from other states, 
having a working knowledge of exten- 
sion programs in other states and ob- 
serving the demonstrations being con- 
ducted in the state. Many times the 
rancher and the county agent will find 
a slightly different method that is more 
practical yet is just as efficient as the 
ones suggested in the bulletin. In our 
search for new methods, some of the 
data from the substation at Lufkin was 
studied and analyzed and two methods 
of getting production information with- 
out dates of birth were found that are 
about 90 per cent as effective as the 
more complicated method, where birth 
dates are used. These new methods are 
adopted to use in commercial herds, 
where it is impractical to obtain birth 
dates and are the major part of a new 
bulletin 908, “Breeding Programs for 
Commercial Beef Herds.” Another new 
bulletin 909, “Breeding Programs for 
Registered Herds,” has been printed for 
use by registered breeders and those 
commercial producers that can obtain 
birth dates of the calves.

be problems of major concern gradually 
pale into relative insignificance. 

Let’s examine first, some of the prob- 
lems, both real and imagined, and then 
present some of the opportunities. 

Performance testing, in its earlier 
days, was both actively and passively 
condemned by many beef cattle producers 
and particularly by some owners of well- 
known registered herds. The basis of this 
opposition was that performance testing 
would take us backward in conformation 
and quality and nullify the advancements 
that had been made in this direction dur- 
ing the past 50 years. All breeds of beef 
cattle were founded on the basis of their 
practical adaptation for the economical 
conversion of feeds into human food of 
high quality and palatability. But as 
time went on we tended to emphasize 
the conformation, quality, and eye ap- 
peal to such an extent that other desira- 
ble characteristics were all but forgotten 
in our breeding program. Most of the 
progress and practically all of the pro- 
motion in beef cattle breeding had been 
on the basis of conformation and quality. 
In our rush to produce the prime steer 
or the grand champion we tended to close 
our eyes to the dwarf gene carrier, the 
shy breeding cow, the cow that could 
not supply enough milk to raise her own 
calf, the bull that could not travel, and 
slow-growing cattle that were uneconom- 
ical from the practical standpoint. In 
other words, “type” tended to become 
our world of beef cattle breeding and a 
breeder was judged solely by the appear- 
ance of his cattle. 


It is understandable, then, that there

was alarm among those who believed 
that performance testing would cause a 
degeneration in this area that men had 
spent their lifetimes in developing. And 
there was, at one time, a reasonable ba- 
sis for their apprehension. The research 
groups were looking for scientific truths, 
namely: is there a significant difference 
in the gaining ability of beef cattle, and 
if so, to what degree is it heritable? 
These were the questions asked and we 
got our answers. Our problem would 
have stopped there had the Lord ordained 
that only the good-looking animals were 
good-doing ones and only the bad-looking 
ones were the poor-doing ones. As it 
happened, some of the better gaining 
cattle were long, upstanding, rough, etc., 
and when a bull of this description hap- 
pened to be the high gainer of a test 
group many cattlemen interpreted, ac- 
tually misinterpreted, it as a complete 
endorsement of this kind of cattle by 
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the research group handling the test. 
This led to the cries of “big rough cattle” 
and “if all we want is size, let’s raise 
elephants.” Jack Turner, outstanding 
Hereford breeder and former secretary 
of the American Hereford Association, 
very wisely and aptly summed up the 
fears of the breeders when he said, “We 
do not want to produce the kind of cattle 
that will cause the housewife to buy 
fish.” 

So the first big problem in the pro- 
motion of performance testing and, ulti- 
mately, Performance Registry Interna- 
tional was to overcome the “Perform- 
ance Testing vs. Type” thinking. Actu- 
ally, there is no such thing as Perform- 
ance Testing vs. the Show Ring. Per- 
formance testing is not versus anything 
except poor-doing, uneconomical beef 
cattle. Our research people have also 
proven that there is no correlation be- 
tween conformation and quality and ra- 
pidity of gain and, after we eliminate 
the “watch-fob” cattle there is very little, 
if any, correlation between size and ef- 
ficiency in gain. In other words, some 
of the best-looking cattle are top-gaining 
cattle. Some of them are mediocre and 
some are poor doers. By the same token, 
our “horsy” ones are good, medium and 
poor in their efficiency of gain. This has 
also been well proven by many construc- 
tive breeders who are performance test- 
ing on the ranch. Thus we have found 
that you can combine efficiency and 
economy of gain with the best in con- 
formation and quality, and it does not 
seem reasonable for any constructive 
beef cattle breeder not to do this. Most 
of those who are performance testing 
are culling on both performance and 
grade, which is certainly as it should be. 

We should not slip backward on grade 
while performance testing, but improve

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both at the same time. This can be done 
and is being done by many. One of the 
outstanding examples of this is the pro- 
gram being carried on by George Ellis 
at the Bell Ranch, Bell Ranch, N. M. 
His work has been carried on for a 
length of time and with official records 
that should remove all doubt from the 
minds of the most skeptical. 


This leads to the question of whether 
or not performance testing will slow 
down the progress in conformation and 
quality that could otherwise be made. 
The answer, of course, is “yes.” It will 
do it in the same manner that the de- 
tection and elimination of the dwarf gene 
carriers will slow it down. It will do it 
in the same way as the elimination of 
the shy breeder and the cow that cannot 
raise her calf will slow you down. This 
is simply to say that the more factors 
you select on, the slower the progress in 
any one becomes. But all of the selection 
factors mentioned above are basic and 
their judicious use is aimed at the same 
thing, elimination of the inefficient and 
retention of the economically reliable. 
The total result will be much greater 
than the results of one factor selection 
to the exclusion of all others. We often 
find breeders who will religiously elimi- 
nate animals on the basis of points of 
breed character. This, of course, also 
slows progress from the standpoint of 
“type.” As important as breed charac- 
teristics are, why a man who will cull 
on the basis of a few white hairs in the 
back of a Hereford or white a little too 
far forward on the belly of an Angus 
will run backwards from a program that 
will increase the productivity and eco- 
nomic value of his cattle, is hard to un- 
derstand. 

In summing up this problem of fear 
of ruining type we can say that: 1, The 
show rings should get bigger and bet- 
ter. They have in the dairy, swine, poul- 
try and horse industries, where perform- 
ance or production testing has been car- 
ried on for years. 2, Herd classification 
as now being done by the Angus Asso- 
ciation promises a great service and 
opportunity to the beef cattle industry. 
3, The price per pound of a fancy or 
prime steer compared to a commercial 
grade cannot be forgotten and the pack- 
er buyer will be a constant reminder. 
4, A cow or bull that does not produce 
economically sound progeny regardless 
of type, color, family lines, strains, etc., 
is a detriment in the herd and to the 
beef cattle industry. 

The Performance Registry Interna- 
tional has never advocated that perform- 
ance testing is the whole answer in beef 
cattle production. The preface to the gen- 
eral and special rules is quoted below: 

“The American Beef Cattle Perform- 
ance Registry was established to encour- 
age measuring and keeping records of 
performance and production of beef cat- 
tle and to encourage the use of these 
records as an aid in selecting more pro- 
ductive breeding cattle. These records, 
when used in a sound breeding program, 
giving proper emphasis to quality and 
beef conformation as well as production, 
will give beef cattle producers an op-

portunity to breed more profitable beef 
cattle.” 
Amazed at Testing Results 

The second problem in bringing per- 
formance testing into more general usage 
is that many cattlemen feel that the 
weighing and records are unnecessary; 
that they can look at an animal and tell 
whether or not it is an efficient converter 
of feeds. Some will tell you that they 
have been “performance testing” all 
along without the use of scales or rec- 
ords. This seems almost impossible, but 
in some cases it might be true. Experi- 
ence has shown that those who, with this 
attitude, have had the fortitude to try 
accurate measurements and records and 
have honestly applied them, have been 
amazed at the results. It becomes more 
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obvious with each test that “you cannot 
tell by looking.” At any rate, it would 
be far cheaper to buy a set of six or 
seven hundred dollar scales and spend 
a few extra days a year on records than 
to spend 20 or 30 years of costly guess- 
ing trying to attain proficiency and prob- 
ably still end up with inferior cattle. If 
we can look at one and determine its ef- 
ficiency, we would not be finding 200- 
pound differences in adjusted weaning 
weights and one-half-pound differences 
in average daily gain in cattle in the 
same herd the same year. 

The answer to this problem is to have 
your cattle weighed by an official su- 
pervisor. The scales and resulting rec- 
ords will be accurate and unprejudiced. 

The next problem is our inherent aver-

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sion to “paper work.” Actually, there is 
very little of this to do. Time amount- 
ing to three or four days a year would 
probably be sufficient for a herd of 100 
to 200 cows. Anyone can do it, and you 
will have the help of your supervisor. 
Some spend more time than this in more 
detailed sets of records and invariably 
find it profitable. The results of having 
a good set of records has been one of 
the several pleasant surprises to many 
cattlemen, including commercial produc- 
ers. One commercial producer who has 
several years experience figures that the 
time spent on records return him about 
$10 for each one invested. 

Records of official, supervised weights, 
certified to by Performance Registry In- 
ternational, give complete buyer confi- 
dence that is so vitally important. 

There has been a hesitancy by some 
people who are doing their own weigh- 
ing to join Performance Registry Inter- 
national and obtain official records and 
registry of qualifying cattle. The con- 
tention is that they are finding out what 
they need to know within the herd. This 
is a good point and they are getting far 
ahead of the producer who is not weigh- 
ing at all. However, the lack of uniform- 
ity of the records between breeders, the 
fact that most often no adjustment fac- 
tors are used, and that there are no 
established rules for comparison in the 
several categories. that are necessary, 
leads to confusion in minds of the buy- 
ers. This is also true where divergent 
state programs exist that are not asso- 
ciated with the International on a uni- 
form basis. Buyers are becoming more 
and more aware of the insurance they 
obtain with official certification and are 
showing an increased willingness to pay 
for it. One unified set of rules with one 
rating system that is understood by all 
is a must. The fact that an animal is 
performance tested, means absolutely 


| nothing within itself. If, however, this 
| performance testing was officially done 


and the animal found to be compara- 
tively superior, its real value is greatly 
enhanced. If permanent registry records 
are added, whereby its ancestry can be 
traced and its progeny followed in sub- 
sequent tests, the value is further multi- 
plied. This factor is of tremendous value 
and is often overlooked by the breeder. 

Having a permanent set of records in 
one central place is very important in 
establishing lines of breeding with su- 
perior efficiency. Data so accumulated 
now will be of great value 10, 20, or 
50 years from now. To say that ranch 
or even state records are sufficient with- 
in themselves is like saying breed regis- 
try on a ranch or state level basis only 
is sufficient. 

The problems presented so far have 
been quite normal for a new develop- 
ment of this magnitude with the real 
and potential impact of performance 
testing. They have already been over- 
come to a large extent and show every 
promise of fading into oblivion. Educa- 
tion, coordination, and cooperation is all 
that is necessary. 

The one real problem is that of en- 
vironmental differences. We know that 
they exist from area to area and from

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year to year within an area. This is not 
very important in full-feed test, but it 
does cause variations of some signifi- 
cance in the others. We are finding, how- 
ever, that much of what we considered 
area environmental variations were not 
nearly so great as we once thought. 
Much of the difference was often due to 
inferior cattle and management. If man- 
agement practices are followed that will 
get the most from what you have, the 
problem begins to shrink. We have out- 
standing examples to prove this point. 
One extreme example comes to mind in 
this regard. One man said that our re- 
quirements were too high for his area 
and that breeders in his area could not 
compare their results with others. His 
neighbor, however, is conducting official 
tests and registering those that qualify 
with Performance Registry International. 
He obtained top bulls, culled cows and re- 
placement heifers closely and is now not 
only registering some of the top weights 
of any in the breed but is qualifying an 
extremely high per cent of each calf crop. 

With reference to variations in clima- 
tic conditions I should like to refer you 
again to the work at the Bell Ranch, or 
to Glenn Burrows of Sante Fe, N. M., or 
to others that could be mentioned. Their 
accomplishments through years of drouth 
is a real revelation and should be a 
lesson to those who might tend to excess- 
ively excuse their cattle. As long as there 
are 200-pound differences between 
adjusted weaning weights of calves with- 
in a herd and a 100 pounds or more dif- 
ferences between the averages of those 
of neighbors we should not let these dif- 
ferences between areas and years blind 


us to the great accomplishments that can | 


be made in spite of them. As we gain 
more data through the central records of 
Performance Registry International the 
real differences can be adjusted and it is 
only through a central agency that this 
can be done. The problem can be an- 
swered with universal participation in 
Performance Registry International and 
a little patience until adjustments can 
be equitably made. 

Now let us look at what performance 
testing and Performance Registry Inter- 
national has to offer the producer. It 
should be reemphasized that its objec- 
tives are added elements of tremendous 
importance. They are not intended as 
substitutes for other known practices of 
production that have been found to be 
good. 

Opportunity for Improvement 

First, it offers an opportunity for im- 
provement within the herd. It is not un- 
common to find the bottom third of the 
cows actually costing the rancher money 
and offsetting the profits he might be 
making on the top third. The same is true 
of bulls where several are used in one 
herd. 

Secondly, on official test, the element 
of personal prejudices of the owner, in 
favor of or against individuals because 
of prices paid, lines of breeding, etc., is 
removed. This is a surprisingly impor- 
tant factor. 

Third, when done under unified rules 
and procedures, the results can be readily

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a reasonable premium for the insurance 
they receive when buying cattle with 
tested and proven high efficiency in their 
ancestry. One feeder, who feeds from five 
to seven thousand head a year, said “I 
can make an extra $20 per head on cattle 
that have the inherent ability to gain an 
extra half pound per day. I would be gald 
to split this with a producer of such cat- 
tle.’ An extra $10 per head at weaning 
time plus an additional 30 pounds of 
weight, which can rapidly be acquired by 
performance testing in most herds, adds 
up to a lot of dollars in a hurry. This 
extra $10 that the feeder would clear and 
the $15 to $20 that the producer would 
get per head, is obtained with practically 
no extra cost. But this can be attained 
only by accurate and impartial test data 
on which you build your program and 
which will give the buyer confidence in 
the first place and consistent results in 
the second place. 

Eighth, Performance Registry Interna- 
tional will, based on the weights, ages, 
ete., submitted by you and your super- 
visor, make all adjustments and calcula- 
tions for you. The adjusted weights and 
ratings will be returned to the owner by 
sire groups and with each progeny 
matched with the dam. Those individuals 
qualifying for registry will be noted and 
individual certificates issued and re- 
corded. From this recorded data on the 
progeny the sires and dams are rated and 
those of sufficient productive merit are 
awarded production registry certificates 
and so recorded. This is cumulative, and 
additional recognition is given when 
earned. 


This association is non profit. It was 
instigated by cattlemen and is run only 
by those who are in the beef cattle busi- 
ness. Its constitution is so written that 
no small group can control it for personal 
gain above that afforded all members. 

Where state associations have been 
formed and affiliated with the Interna- 
tional, all work is done through that 
association. This is the ideal situation 
and is being developed as rapidly as pos- 
sible. Where state associations have not 
been formed and affiliated, the Interna- 
tional works with the individual and his 
supervisor. The directorate is made up 
entirely of two members selected by 
each affiliated state association. 

There are members from all of the 
states in the United States and from 
Canada, South Africa, and other coun- 
tries. If you are engaged in any phase 
of beef cattle production, you are eligible 
for active membership. If you do not 
own but are interested in this program 
you may become an associate member.

But there’s one thing about traveling 
around “the Continent” that arouses 
thoughts of home in an ol’ boy from the 
cattle country—his inability to make con- 
tact with a really good hunk of beef- 
steak in the eateries of Germany, Italy 
and France; places where, it seems, all 
the steak cuts derive from dairy cattle. 

Cross that Channel into Britain, how- 
ever, and it’s a different story; for there 
you'll find that the traditional “roast 
beef of old England” is still everything 
that it’s jolly well supposed to be! 

* ~*~ ck 

And in that connection I’ve gotta tell 
you about Mr. M. Appleton of the British 
Aberdeen-Angus Association— 

Fresh from a month on “the Contin- 
ent” and surfeited with German sausage 
and the la-de-da cooking of French res- 
taurants, I was strolling down London’s 
Irving street, just off Leicester Square, 
when I saw this Beefeater sign hanging 
over a place called the Paramount Grill. 
More than that, there was another sign 
saying that the restaurant held member- 
ship in the Aberdeen-Angus Association 
and that only steaks from that breed 


| were served up inside. 


Executing a fast right turn, I went 
inside to one of the most pleasant eating 
adventures I’ve encountered anywhere in 
the world. 

In the first place, the prices on the 
menu are merely approximate. You 
choose sirloin, T-bone or filet, watch the 
chef cut it if you care to, and then pay 
by weight. I got a thick-cut sirloin finer 
than any I ever ate, even in famous 
American charcoal grills—and at about 
half the stateside cost. 


Appleton is one of the most enthusi- 
astic Aberdeen-Angus breeders in Eng- 
land. He believes (with due apologies to 
Hereford and Shorthorn people) that no 
breed can produce steaks like the Black- 
ies, and that’s why he started his restau- 
rant three years ago. 

That’s not long as restaurants go in 
Europe—where some go back 400 years 
or more—but already the place off Lei- 
cester Square is making strides down the 
path to fame. 

Anyhow, Appleton is presenting a pret- 
ty convincing case for the Angus. 

* * * 

Among souvenirs brought home from 
this latest journey overseas I have a 
beautiful certificate, scrawled in old Ger- 
man and signed by the Countess Elisa- 
beth Hunyady. It signifies that I was 
purchaser of Duck No. 7679 at the ele- 
gant little restaurant over which the 
Countess presides at Schwaigern, in the 
Swabian area of Germany. 

Schwaigern is a small out-of-the-way 
village, but its pretty little cafe, the Zum 
Alten, has a clientele which includes 
Prince Philip of Britain and President 
Heusse of the German republic—prin- 
cipally because of its ducks. 

The place is owned by the Count Neip- 
perg, a kinsman of the Countess Elisa- 
beth, and he raises the ‘Donalds’ on his 
nearby estate; and you can see, from the 
number on my certificate, that the count 
raises a whale of a lot of ducks. 

The Countess doesn’t give out the re- 
cipe (and I don’t blame her) but here 
are a couple of tips based on Zum Alten 
specialties—fresh mushrooms cooked in 
cheese sauce, and a wiener schnitzel top- 
ped off with Russian caviar ..,. if you 
want to get real fancy.

METHOD: Remove the skins from the 
onions and simmer them until tender.

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Performance Testing at the 


Texas Agricultural Experi-

the heredity of each test bull were caus- 
ing the major differences in gain. This, 
in up-dated terminology, was the break- 
through. The research project was 
changed from “Developing Bull Calves” 
as it read in 1942 to “Development and 
Testing of Young Bulls in Sire Groups” 
in 1944. A series of testing research 
to confirm, extend and refine followed 
and continues today with ever-increas- 
ing interest.’ 

For the sake of historical complete- 
ness it should be stated that work in 
Montana by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture along the line of determin- 
ing the inheritance of performance 
characters in beef cattle was reported 
in 1942. This work stimulated some of 
the earlier thinking in Texas. 


Expansion of Research 

The steps which evolved the present 
performance testing program were at 
times tedious and discouraging but the 
Experiment Station has now established 
a comprehensive research program. 

An early contribution of the Balmor- 
hea Station was the formulation of a 
practical ration and new type feeding 
arrangement. This work was under the 
leadership of John H. Jones, animal hus- 
bandman with the Experiment Station

at A. & M. College. The ration was en- 
tirely ground and mixed into a single 
feed which was stored in lots of about 
500 pounds at each pen location in 
very wide troughs or bunks. Twice each 
day the feed is forked up to the reach 
of the 8 or 10 bulls in the pen. The 
ration of alfalfa hay, cottonseed meal 
and hegari bundles, which are about 
20 to 25 per cent grain by weight, has 
been kept high in roughage but with 
adequate protein. The feeding of this 
bulky type ration in self feeders which 
allowed no wastage proved widely adapt- 
able and especially useful as a method 
of gain testing young breeding stock. 
To date, more than 4,000 cattle have 
been tested including mostly Hereford 
bulls, but also Angus, Santa Gertrudis 
and a few heifers and steers. The 
cattle tested represented progeny of 
195 sires and were owned by 59 breed- 
ers. 

The primary concern of this Station 
is still performance testing bulls, and 
the work has recently expanded to in- 
clude carcass evaluation of steer prog- 
eny groups and fertility testing of bulls. 
These latter two aspects will be em- 
phasized even more in the future. A 
unique approach has been devised 
whereby bulls entered on test are ac- 
companied by half-brother steer entries 
which will be slaughtered. This makes 
the individual record of the bulls more 
meaningful and is especially useful in 
progeny testing the herd sire. 

In 1948 the Experiment Station ex- 
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panded this work to the new McGregor 
Station which was large enough to 
maintain a fair sized breeding herd of 
cattle. By having the herd large enough 
to supply cattle for performance test- 
ing, a more critical test of the influence 
of heredity on performance could be 
determined since the environment or 
treatment was standardized and equal- 
ized from birth. These tests confirmed 
the Balmorhea work and more closely 
pinpointed the heritability of gainability 
at the 45 to 50 per cent level. Then, 
more critically, this herd was used for 
selection experiments to test the effec- 
tiveness of actual selection for gain- 
ability. Remarkably close actual results 
have paralleled the earlier theoretical 
estimates. 

Over the past eight years the average 
weaning weight in the herd has in- 
creased an average of 10.5 pounds each 
year. The average gains on 140-day 
tests in the feed lot have increased 
eight pounds per year or from an aver- 
age daily gain of 2.1 to 2.5 pounds. 
As high gaining cows and bulls are 
being identified and mated, the “upper- 
limit” appears to be rising. The highest 
gain increases fairly regularly each 
year so that gains once thought of as 
merely “conversation goals” are being 
attained and exceeded. 


But the real advance this McGregor 
Station offered was the attitude held 
there that gain work must be backed 
up by observation of effects of other 
traits. First and foremost in their

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minds was carcass and meat character- 
istics. This was the first real tie be- 
tween breeding and inheritance with an 
objective view of what was being pro- 
duced. A great deal of productive re- 
search has progressed out of this orig- 
inal thinking and work. The first prob- 
lem was to determine what is im- 
portant and how important. The second 
problem for breeding cattle was to 
determine how inheritance or breeding 
affects the important traits. These an- 
swers are not yet all apparent but we 
know a great deal more than we did 
a few years ago. A separate article in 
this issue deals with the expanded car- 
cass and meats work at the Animal 
Husbandry Meats Laboratory. 

As the answers to the vital carcass 
and meats questions are uncovered, the 
McGregor Station is seeking to refine 
knowledge about gain testing and about 
gain itself. Early work shows that pas- 
ture testing can be nearly as effective 
as feed lot testing. 

Tested More Than 2,800 Cattle 


To date, the McGregor Station has 
tested more than 2,800 cattle repre- 
senting about 1,600 of their own and 
1,200 from 181 cooperating breeders. 
A total of 438 bulls sired these calves 
which were of 12 different breeds or 
strains and 22 different types of breed- 
ing. Of these, about 400 have been 
slaughtered and their carcasses ana- 
lyzed in detail at the meats laboratory. 
Plans are to continue the gain testing 
of station and co-operator cattle with 
more emphasis on weaning weight in 
addition to feed lot gain. 

Looming into view in 1950 was Pan- 
Tech Farms, a branch of Texas Tech. 
Facilities here were quickly marshalled 
into an efficient and progressive gain 
testing project in co-operation with 
the Texas Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion. Initially, only co-operator cattle 
were tested, and a sale for the test 
bulls was established in conjunction 
with the field day held at the end of 
the test. For the first time at public 
auction, bulls were offered which not 
only had the ordinary credentials but 
also definite gain records made under 
standardized conditions with an ade- 
quate comparison group. 

The enthusiasm of the co-operating 
breeders to improve their cattle was 
whetted by their natural competitive 
spirit and the rewards of the sale ring. 
With the guiding and steadying hand 
of this station and with their demon- 
strations of the value of gain testing, 
PanTech co-operating breeders initiated 
the idea and development of the first 
registry for performance in beef cattle. 
Still new but established and known 
around the world, the association was 
first organized under the name of 
American Beef Cattle Performance Reg- 
istry Association and later shortened to 
Performance Registry International. 

PanTech has tested 969 bulls, 45 
heifers and 74 steers by 164 sires which 
were entered by 55 co-operators. Twelve 
steers have been experimentally slaugh- 
tered and plans call for considerable 
expansion. There can be little doubt

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that a vigorous testing program will 
be continued by co-operating breeders. 

In addition, PanTech established a 
breeding herd to emphasize weaning 
weights and pretest gain in relation to 
feed lot gains. The research breeding 
cows were equally divided into four 
herds of about 25 head each. The bulls 
and heifer replacements are selected 
as follows: (A) equal emphasis on gain 
and conformation, (B) high gain only, 
(C) visual appearance (type and con- 
formation) only, (F) low gain only. The 
information from these herds should 
be quite convincing. 

Present and Future 

Gain testing was expanding but dras- 
tically confined until the Extension 
Service (county agents and extension 
specialists) put their shoulders to the 
wheel to take the story to the people 
and to actively help in weighing and 
explaining the program. They are su- 
pervising feed lot gain tests at Crockett, 
Panola county, Aledo and Luling. - In 
addition to feed lot tests there are hun- 
dreds of cattlemen weighing calves at 
weaning with the aid of the county 
agent or extension specialist. 

Future Experiment Station plans call 
for bringing practically all of the cat- 
tle in the A. & M. College System into 
some phase of performance testing. In 
the early stages, standardization of 
rations and conditions was necessary 
in order for differences due to heredity 
to be measured accurately. Now that 
a large body of foundation data are 
collected, refinement of technique and 
exploration into new side fields and 
determination of correlated or coincident 
effects will be examined. There can be 
little doubt that performance testing 
will be coordinated as a part of the 
whole picture in beef cattle production 
and not divorced as a separate entity 
as it tends to be today. 

To predict explicit events is hazard- 
ous and shows lack of propriety for one 
in research work. Steps leading to any 
significant accomplishment are usually 
slow and must be taken one at a time. 
Suffice it to say that physiological 
limits of gainability (possibilities) are 
not yet in the area of predictability 
and that the continuing research is 
needed to answer the many questions 
of more practical and fruitful use of 
performance testing.

Widow and Sons Carry On 


Mrs. Hope Fish and Her Two Teen-Age Sons 
Developing 4,200 Acres Once Part 
Of Old Matador Ranch 


HANGING a piece of raw ranch- 
( ing country into a self-sustaining 

cattle operation is a big job for 
a man experienced in the business and a 
much more complicated task for a widow 
and two teen-age boys suddenly faced 
with the problem. 

That’s the position Mrs. Hope Fish and 
her two sons were placed in after their 
husband and father, Irvin W. Fish, Sr., 
died suddenly from a heart attack at 
Matador, Texas, two years ago. 

Irvin W. Fish, Sr. had been a rancher 
for a long time and for twenty years be- 
fore his untimely death had managed the 
ranching properties of his mother. In the 
early forties Fish purchased 4,200 acres 
of his own that joined his mother’s prop- 
erty and was in the process of develop- 
ing the ranch when he passed away. The

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land was part of the old Matador Land 
and Cattle Company property. 
Problems Right From The Start 
Upon his death, which was entirely 
unexpected, Mrs. Fish and her two sons 
decided to move on their own ranch and 
were faced with a number of problems 
right from the start. The spirit in which 
they faced these problems after the trag- 
edy of losing their husband and father 
and their decision to get in the ranching 
business on their own required lots of 
faith in God and plenty of hard work. 
The ranch had been operated in the 
past as part of a larger ranching unit 
and no cross-fences had been built, leav- 
ing all of the 4,200 acres in one pasture. 
There was no house on the place and 
very little water, certainly not enough to

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assure an adequate supply for the cattle 
the year around, 

Mrs. Fish and her sons did have a herd 
of cattle—125 Hereford cows. After de- 
ciding to continue in the ranching busi- 
ness these cattle formed the basis of 
their new livelihood. 

The first big step, Mrs. Fish says, was 
to build a new house and “begin the 
tremendous project of starting life all 
over again.” They built tanks, fences 
and worked from sun up till sun set. All 
the first year was extremely hard due 
to the drouth, which was at its worst 
after several years of below normal rain- 
fall. At that time the boys were both in 
school and they had to work on the ranch, 
which is twenty miles from Matador, 
when they were not busy with school 
duties. 

Irvin W. “Bill” Fish is the oldest of 
the two boys and graduated from Mata- 
dor high school last June. He spent one 
summer semester at West Texas State 
College at Canyon and is now back in 
the college at the regular fall term. 
Andy, the youngest, is 16 and plays foot- 
ball at high school in addition to his work 
on the ranch. 


Strong Cattle Country 


The Fish ranch is a rather rough coun- 
try and the North Pease River runs 
through the length of the property. It 
is a good, strong cattle country—when it 
rains—but takes lots of acres to run a 
cow. Mrs. Fish has been busy doing 
something to increase the carrying ca- 
pacity of the ranch. One of the first pro- 
jects was the building of two new tanks 
to insure a better water supply. She then 
chained 1,000 acres of land to rid it of 
cedar and had 160 acres grubbed of mes- 
quite and cedar by mechanical means. 
This 160 acres is fenced and reseeded to 
Blue Panic, side oats grama and blue 
grama grasses. 

These improvements, along with many 
more planned in a five year program, 
were accomplished with the aid of Soil 
Conservation Service personnel attached 
to the Upper Pease Soil Conservation 
District of which she is a cooperator. 

Plans for future improvements call for 
the building of a fence this year which 
will divide the ranch into two main pas- 
tures. After this is done one of the pas- 
tures can be rested during the summer 
growing season allowing the grasses to 
re-establish and grow without being 
grazed during that part of the year. 


The plan calls for spraying mesquite 
and building new wire diversions to 
spread water and stop erosion. Mrs. Fish 
also will have 200 acres “range pitted” 
to help hold the water where it falls. All 
of these practices will contribute to the 
increased carrying capacity of the ranch 
and will, of course, take years to com- 
plete. 

Mrs. Fish has made considerable pro- 
gress since getting into the ranching 
business. Her plans include the educating 
of both of her sons at the college of their 
choice. She is also improving the quality 
of her cattle by buying better bulls and 
intends to build up the herd in the fu- 
ture.

Locking Back

FORTY YEARS AGO 
November, 1918 


At a meeting of registered cattle 
breeders held in Oklahoma City for 
the purpose of eliminating the scrub 
bull from Oklahoma herds, it was pro- 
posed that legislation be enacted that 
would make it unlawful to use other 
than purebred sires, the ends to be ac- 
complished by either a tax against grade 
bulls or other means by which the state 
will pay the difference between the 
slaughter price of the grade animal and 
the purebred to recompensate the owner. 





During the past month inspectors for 
the Cattle Raisers Association of Texas 
recovered for members 319 cattle, 6 
horses and 2 hides of cattle slaughtered 
in Mexico. 





Owing to the demands made upon its 
tonnage by military requirements in the 
transportation of American troops, Great 
Britain recently decided to increase the 
retail price of meat and at the same 
time reduce the fresh meat ration from 
one pound to three-quarters of a pound 
per capita weekly.

November, 1928

Sealy Auction Arena Dedicated 


One of the Most Modern Livestock Sales 
Plants Serves Large Area 


NE OF THE most modern auction 
O barns in Texas was dedicated at 

Sealy, Sept. 28, and the first sale 
in the new plant was held Oct. 1. The 
enlarged and modern facilities indicate 
the growth in numbers of livestock sold 
at the market during the past several 
years. 

Known as the Sealy Auction Arena 
of the Seaiy Livestock Auction Company, 
the structure has some two acres under 
roof and is owned and operated by C. A. 
Mewis. The plant has more than 86,000 
square feet of floor space under roof. 
The sales arena, offices and cafe are air 
conditioned. There are two wings of 
covered pens, one 100 by 326 feet and 
the other 138 by 309 feet in length. 

The firm was founded in 1939 and has 
enjoyed growth and an expanding market 
since that time. It was posted in 1957

and operated under federal supervision 
in compliance with regulations of the 
Packers and Stockyard Act. The market 
is served with an inspection force repre- 
senting the Texas and Southwestern Cat- 
tle Raisers Association, assuring custom- 
ers the most in protection against cattle 
theft. 

The opening day sale had receipts in 
excess of 3,000 head. Hundreds of live- 
stock producers, buyers, visiting auction 
market operators and others were on 
hand for the first sale in the new plant. 

The facilities are valued at one-quarter 
of a million dollars and are designed to 
handle large numbers of cattle with a 
minimum of effort. The sale ring is a 
half oval of welded pipe that can handle 
any kind of livestock with safety. A 
closed-circuit television unit enables buy- 
ers and sellers to see the exact weights

Death claimed one of the livestock 
industry’s outstanding leaders when F. 
E. Mollin passed away October 16. 
Mollin had served nearly 29 years as 
executive secretary of the American 
National Cattlemen’s Association when 
he retired early in 1956. He was then 
named treasurer and special consultant, 
positions he actively maintained up to 
two days before his death. He suffered 
a cerebral hemorrhage. 

He was born Sept. 22, 1887, in Genoa, 
Nebr., and became executive secretary 
of the cattlemen’s association April 1, 
1929. 

A tireless worker for the beef cattle 
industry, Mollin led the industry through 
two major depressions and other diffi- 
culties connected with beef production 
under wartime conditions. He _ also 
served as secretary or chairman of vari- 
ous livestock and meat industry groups.

Stock Tax Committee at his death. Only 
last December had his leadership been 
signally honored by selection of his 
portrait for hanging in the famed gal- 
lery of the Saddle and Sirloin Club in 
Chicago.

Feeney 
served as president of the American 
Hereford Association also in 1946. 

Before the election, Paul Swaffar, sec- 
retary of the AHA, reported a heavy de- 


mand for Hereford cattle after the 
drouth was broken. 
“The brisk upturn in the purebred 


business is reflected in bold terms in the 


fiscal year-end figures. Registrations 
and transfers during the 12 months 


showed an increase of 54,002 over the 
previous year.” 

Swaffar explained that increased 
prices accompanied the demand for 
cattle. He said that the 25,000 head of 
Herefords that went through auction 
sales during the fiscal year averaged 
$453, an increase of $125 per head com- 
pared with the previous year. 

“We cannot be satisfied with our past 
record,” he said. “Every other breed is 
constantly striving to overtake the Here- 
ford. We will remain on top only by 
performance — not by boasting. Above 
all, we cannot grow by ridicule of our 
competitors. We must recognize their 
relative merits and then improve our 
own to best their strength, not their 
weaknesses.”

market during October showed increased 
numbers of cattle, calves and sheep, 
compared with arrivals a year ago for 
the same period. Hog receipts showed 
very little change from a year ago. 


Prices paid for most classes late in 
October showed a weak to lower trend 
compared with a month previous. In the 
cattle yards compared with a month ago, 
slaughter steers were weak to 50c lower, 
heifers steady, cows 25c-75 lower, bulls 
steady to 50c higher. Slaughter calves 
were weak to 50c lower. Stocker calves 
were steady and older stockers and 
feeders steady to 50c lower. 

Offerings in the cattle yards included 
about 65 per cent stockers and feeders 
and nearly 25 per cent cows. A large

SAN ANTONIO Price declines on all 


classes of slaughter 
and stocker cattle and calves marked 
trading on the San Antonio market dur- 
ing October. Prices at the end of the 
third week of the month, as compared to 
those at the close of the preceding month, 
were 50c-$1 lower on slaughter steers 
and heifers, cows, bulls, slaughter calves 
and stockers and feeders. 

Bulk of good 500-750 lb. mixed slaugh- 
ter steers and heifers brought $26-28. 
Most high standard and low good mixed 
lots turned from $25-26, and standard 
bulked from $24-25.50. Utility and low 
standard moved in a $20-24 spread with 
cutters down to $19. Mostly good around 
1,000 lb. steers claimed $25.25 and utility

The demand 
for boning cows and bulls was broad 
throughout the period but stocker year- 
lings were under pressure toward the 
close. Cows comprised the great portion 
of the supply, a few lots of yearlings, 
several bulls and some stocker yearlings 
and cows on offer. The total salable re- 
ceipts for the month amounted to about 
7,150 cattle, about 1,750 head over the 
number on offer the preceding month 
and about 1,425 head more than came to 
market the same month of last year. 
Slaughter yearlings declined about $1, 
the bulk of the cows were steady but 
the peak price for Utility cows was $1 
lower, bulls advanced $1 and _ stocker 
cows were $2 higher. A few Good mixed 
slaughter yearlings went from $25-26, 
Standard from $23-25 and Cutter and 
Utility from $18-22. Utility cows closed 
from $19-20, Canner Cutter from $16-
